JDear Mr. Roffman: 

This is in reply to your letter of April 23, 1976, concerning the 
records of the Warren Commission. 

Items 2 and 3 of your letter of March 22 have not teen found. Enclosed 
are copies of a memorandum of Liebeler to Willens of September 2, 1964, 
concerning information possessed by Marina Oswald and of items 3, 4, 
and 5 of your letter. Ho report of a Secret Service interview with 
Lonnie Hudkins concerning the rumor that Oswald was a Government agent , 
earlier than the report of December l 6 and 17, 1963? has been found. 

The copy of Jones Exhibit 1 which has a classification stampwas taken 
from Dr. Jones's deposition, which also has the stamp on other pages. 

The following information is in response to the remaining numbered 
requests in your letter: 

6 a. The letter of Harold F. Reis to Dr. Bahmer of IO/ 5/66 has not 
been found . 

6b. No other records concerning Martin Rickman's conversations 
with Burke Marshall have been found. 

6c. We do not know when ox* why the list of Appendix 3 materials was 
attached to the deed of gift, but this was apparently done to 
record the specific items received by the National Archives. 

6d. The routing slip of 1 / 30/69 was sent by Dr. James B. Rhoads to 
Mr. Byron Harding, Associate General Counsel of GSA, who was 
checking with Martin Ric'nman the question of possible release 
of the "memorandum of transfer" of autopsy materials and the 
related letters of Robert Kennedy and Dr. Barkley. 

6e. fir. Johnson believes that he requested a copy of page 7 of the 
deed of gift because Mr. Richman remarked in a telephone con- 
versation that there was a list of the Appendix B materials 
attached to the deed, while the electrostatic copy with which 
Mr . Johnson was familiar did not have such a list . No other 
records relating to this conversation have been found.

6 f. No written request by Dr. Rhoads to Mr. Harding for a copy of 
the deed of gift or any related records has been found. The 
request was apparently made by telephone and may have been 
made because the National Archives did not have an original 
copy of the deed of gift . We do not have a copy of the original 
routing slip .

7 . A copy of your letter was referred to our Office of Presidential 
Libraries in regard to your request for a copy of the 1965 letter 
of gift signed by certain members of the Kennedy family. You 
will receive a separate reply from that Office. 

The documents relating to the transfer of the autopsy materials and 
clothing of President Kennedy were originally withheld from research 
under 5 U.S.C. 552 (b) (5)' and (6) to protect the privacy of the 
Kennedy family and avoid the sensationalism which the terms of the 
deed of gift were intended to prevent. The deed of gift of the 
materials was made* available for research in 1968. The report of 
inspection of the materials by the Naval Medical Staff on November 1 , 
i960, the unsigned draft of that report, and the memorandum of the 
Department of Justice of January 1 , 1967, concerning the authentica- 
tion of the materials were made available for research in 1973- The 
"memorandum of transfer" of the autopsy materials, as well as the 
related letters between Robert Kennedy and Admiral Burkley, were made 
available for research in 1975 and the remaining documents in 1976 .
